Chris Bjorgan looked pretty 
relaxed between dips on Boxing 
Day, chatting with some of the 
supporters who had come to watch 
the 37th annual Penguin Dip- 
supporters in coats, hats and mitts, 
still looking frozen. 

The dip stopped being "a big 
deal" years ago, he says, although 
he still worries about other dippers 
and their safety. 

"I'm always a little bit anxious of 
that," he says. 

"Safety has to come first." 

Before the first plunge, as swim¬ 
mers gathered in the heated truck 
provided by Niagara ATV Sales, he 
stressed three safety rules, he 
said—he told participants they 
should have a buddy and look out 
for each other, they shouldn't go 
too far in, and they should be quick 
about it. 

As for what kind of liquid cour¬ 
age might be shared in the truck, 
he says, "you have to be a swimmer 
to find that out." 

The day was relatively mild, at 
minus 4°Celsius, but windy. 

"It was a perfect day," said 
Bjorgan. "The only thing that 
would have made it better would 
have been if the snow had started 
earlier. Then you know it's cold" 

The lack of a real winter up until 
Boxing Day evening might have 
been die reason there were 54 par¬ 
ticipants—the number is usually 
around 40, said Bjorgan.

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Town looking for able-bodied volunteers to provide snow-shoveling assistance

Now that we've had 
our first major snow fall of 
the season, the phones are 
likely ringing off the hook 
as seniors look for help 
shoveling their driveways. 

There are some volun¬ 
teers lined up, but not 
enough, says public works 
director Ewald Kuczera— 
more is better, because it 
spreads the workload. 

It's also helpful to have 


volunteers from all cor¬ 
ners of the municipality to 
match up with those who 
need help, he says. 

Before the Town offices 
closed for the holidays, the 
public works department 
had requests from six 
seniors for assistance, and 
only three volunteers. 

To match them by loca¬ 
tion, he was hoping for at 
least two more volunteers, 
one from the Old Town 
and one in Queenston, but 
he wouldn't mind a few 

"The more volunteers 
we have, the less work it is 
for each of them." 

Last year, one volun¬ 
teer received requests for 
assistance from nine peo¬ 
ple, and shoveled snow for 
all of them, says Kuczera. 

Most years since the 


program began he has had 
a list of 20 to 25 seniors 
looking for help, he said. 

"As soon as it snows we 
start hearing from peo¬ 
ple." 

The public works 
department puts notices 
in the Advance, on the 
Town's website, and sends 
letters to all the high 
schools that have NOTL 
students, he says. 

"We always hope we 
can find some young, able- 
bodied students who could 
provide some assistance 
to their neighbours in 

Volunteers can phone 
the Town, and staff will 
record contact informa¬ 
tion and provide it to 
those who qualify for 
assistance. 

Students seeking vol¬ 


unteer hours are encour¬ 
aged to register. 

The Town’s public 
works department will 
also accept calls from 
seniors and residents who 
are physically challenged, 
who would like help with 
shoveling. Residents who 

asked to provide a doc¬ 
tor’s note stating that they 
are not physically able to 
shovel snow. 

The names of volun¬ 
teers who live nearby will 
be provided to those who 
need help for direct con¬ 
tact with the volunteer. 

The Town collects this 
information under the 
Freedom of Information 
and Protection of Privacy 
Act and for no other pur¬ 
pose or intent than for the 
benefit of volunteers those

Local author, 

Joe Rider spent 40 years 
working in the cannery 
business locally, an indus¬ 
try that has disappeared 
in Ontario and across the 
country. 

The former manager of 
a canning factory in St. 
Catharines and the super¬ 
visor of the cannery in St. 
Davids, Rider has written 
a book called The Way it 
Was, about his career in 
the canning industry. 

The way it was, he said, 
was very different than 
what it became. 

He especially wanted to 
write about the St. Davids 
plant, in production for 
more than 100 years. 
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expert will talk about loss of canning industry 


When Rider retired in 
1991, after being respon¬ 
sible for producing 
between three to four mil¬ 
lion canned goods, only 
five operating canneries 
remained. 

At one time, Canadian 
Canners had more than 
150properties in Canada— 
none remain today. 

With the loss of a great 
Canadian company—Ca¬ 
nadian Canners—and 
many other factories 
closed already, Rider was 
compelled to write about 
the industry. 

Rider recalls moving to 
Simcoe in 1945 to attend 
high school, and while he 


was there, began working 
two shifts a week at a can¬ 
nery, earning about 68 
cents an hour. 

Working for the can¬ 
nery during the school 
year part-time and full¬ 
time in the summer 
opened the doors to his 
future career. 

Canning factories 
played an important role 
in Canada, especially dur¬ 
ing the depression, at a 
time when many were out 
of work, he says. 

"Agriculture is what 
kept Canada going." 

Rider will be discussing 
the history of Ontario's 
canning industry Monday, 


Jan. 7, at 2 p.m. in 
Rittenhouse Hall on the 
campus of the Vineland 
Research and Innovation 
Centre, 4890 Victoria Ave. 
N., Vineland Station. All 
are encouraged to attend 
to learn how the more 
than 100 canneries in the 
province united under the 
banner of Canadian 
Canners, which morphed 
through ownerships with 
Del Monte, Nabisco, Kraft, 
CanGro and finally 
ConAgra. 

Fred Dainard, plant 
manager of the St. Davids 
fruit operation for 16 
years, and Bill Fedorkow, 
field manager for 40 years 


for the St. Davids and 
Boese Canning Plants and 
manager of past Canadian 
Canners property, will be 
on hand to provide infor¬ 
mation on the Niagara 
fruit canning industry. 

Rider will be available 
to sign copies of his 
recently self-published 
book entitled, The Way it 
Was - My Life Story 
Including a 40 Year 
Canning Career.

A perfect pass, self-destruction and recovery with help from those who cared 


One of the greats 
makes his way 
back from a long, 
hard fall 


What would it be like to 
be the highest paid athlete in 
the world, the toast of 
Boston, the winner of two 
Stanley Cups, the rich devil- 
may-care playboy? 

Then to find yourself 
broke, alcoholic, drug 
addicted and sleeping under 
bridges? In the space of 12 
years this all happened to 
Derek “Turk” Sanderson. 

I recently interviewed 
Sanderson, the NHL hockey 
player, in Toronto during a 
dinner sponsored by Healthy 
Minds Canada. I was inter¬ 
ested in his story as I had 
attended the same school, 
lived on the same street and 


watched Sanderson as he 
started his hockey career 
with the Niagara Fails Flyers. 
I knew his loving parents, 
who tried to instill die right 
virtues in their son. 

Multiple events lead to 
Sanderson’s downfall. He 
was terrified of flying so the 
Bruins sent him to a psychi¬ 
atrist who made two disas¬ 
trous errors. He first pre¬ 
scribed Valium. This made 
Turk groggy. The doctor then 
advised Scotch, Dewar’s 
White Label. That’s when he 
took “four fingers” for a flight 
to New York and eight for die 
trip to the West Coast. 

The next disaster 
occurred when Sanderson, 
along with Joe Namath, the 
football star, opened a bar in 
Boston, compounding his 
temptation. They decided 
that attractive airline atten- 
dants should have free drinks 
after landing in Boston. This 
then led to free sex, a life-

style as close to heaven as a 
young, good-looking hockey 
star from small town Niagara 
Falls could ever imagine. 

As a leading star, he was 
offered an unprecedented 
$2.6 million to be the first 
NHL player to switch to the 
WHA league. It was a moun¬ 
tain of money at that time. 

The owner of the Bruins 
wisely cautioned him that, 
for someone not bred to 
wealth, it would ruin his life. 


Sanderson didn’t listen. 
The first thing he did was 
purchase a burgundy Rolls 
Royce car and fox-fur coat. 
Then on the spur of the 
moment took several women 
to Hawaii for a weekend 

It was the beginning of 
the end. Eventually, his off¬ 
ice lifestyle, playboy image, 
booze, women, and drugs 
became the monster that 
destroyed his hockey career. 

It’s amazing that 
Sanderson didn’t die. 

Doctors diagnosed 
chronic ulcerative colitis, an 
inflammatory bowel disease 
that isn’t helped by excessive 
alcohol consumption. Later, 
he developed cirrhosis of the 
liver. Then, while in a drunk¬ 
en stupor, he nearly froze to 
death sleeping in die snow. 
He’s also a prostate cancer 
survivor. 

So why is Sanderson alive 
today? Bobby Orr, always a 


class act and possibly the 
greatest hockey player of all 
time, repeatedly tried to 
steer Sanderson away from 
his snowball slide to hell. He 
paid for his care in detox 
centers only to see him walk 
away from them multiple 

So I asked Sanderson 
what finally saved his life. He 
claims a counsellor at Hotel 
Dieu, a rehab center in St. 
Catharines, Ontario, caught 
him at just the right time. He 
convinced Sanderson to 
accept the role of God in his 
recovery. 

For Sanderson, the tough 
hockey player and ultimate 
playboy, it must have taken 
an immense change of heart 
for him to get down on his 
knees and say, "God help 
me, I cannot live this way 
any longer." 

ThisChristmasSanderson 
is a happy, married man 
with two children. He has 


many to thank for banning 
alcohol and drugs from his 
life. 

Bobby Orr arranged sur¬ 
gery for his hips destroyed 
by prednisone. 

On behalf of the City of 
Boston Sanderson has coun¬ 
selled tens of thousands of 
wayward children. And for 
someone who was originally 
afraid of public speaking, he 
learned to be the hockey 
commentator on Boston 
Bruins broadcasts. 

Sanderson also acts as 
financial advisor for athletes 
in Boston. He’s dedicated to 
making sure they do not lose 
the millions of dollars that 
fell through his hands. 

Fortunately, he’s hasn’t 
lost his sense of humour. He 
says he made the perfect 
pass to Bobby Orr who went 
flying through the air to score 
the goal that won the Stanley 
Cup. He laughs and says, “I 
made Orr famous!”

When the Chamber of 
Commerce held its Spirit of 
Niagara Awards in February, 
Mary Snider was named 
Citizen of the Year. She has 
received many awards and 
accolades for a lifetime of vol- 
unteerism, but this was espe¬ 
cially sweet—she received a 
standing ovation from the 
crowd gathered to see her 
honoured, and a well-de¬ 
served one at that. She 
remains active in the Virgil 
Business Association and has 
been one of the chief organiz¬ 
ers of the Virgil Stampede 
since it began more than 40 
years ago. 

In March, we learned that 
after seeing it through its 50th 
season, the Shaw Festival's 
executive director, Colleen 
Blake, was set to retire. Elaine 
Calder, president of the 
Oregon Symphony, returned 
to Canada to take the position 
she had held from 1990 to 
1994, when Blake took over. 

As discussions continued 
through March about the 
future of the former Virgil 
school, we heard that the 
Laura Secord property in 
Queenston had been sold—to 
Willowbank to be used as a 
second campus. That was 
good news for the village, 
which will retain some green 
space, and a milestone for 
Willowbank, which will be 
able to expand its program- 

April began with another 
Daffodil Garden of Hope 
opening, this one at the com¬ 
munity centre. This was the 
eighth garden in town, 
designed to bring hope to 


those suffering from cancer 
and the families who are sup¬ 
porting loved ones battling 
the disease. The opening was 
presided over as always by the 
indomitable Sheila Hirsch, 
who herself is still actively 
waging her own private war 
against a rare form of can¬ 
cer—and who noted several 
people were missing, having 
passed away since the 2011 
opening at the Virgil Fire 
Hall. 

We learned in April that we 
had a unfenced graveyard on 
York Road, filled with dead 
animals picked up across the 
region from our provincial 
highways. In response, the 
site was covered with gravel, 
and the Town was given assur¬ 
ances the graveyard would no 
longer be used. Councillor 
Martin Mazza, who brought 
the issue to town council, says 
the Ministry of Transportation 
won't tell him where the ani¬ 
mals are now being taken— 
somewhere else in NOTL or 
another municipality, which 
will be unaware that there is 
now an animal graveyard 
within their borders. 

In May, the Virgil Stampede 
opened its gates for a three- 
day weekend, the first time in 
its more than 40 year history it 
has opened on Sunday. Also a 
first was a successful three- 
day home show at the 
Stampede, helping to pay for 
the splashpad that will open 
this spring. 

In May two local residents, 
Nick Nero, 35, described by 
police as a major Niagara drug 
kingpin, and his 27-year-old 
girlfriend Tawnya DelBen 
Fletcher, charged with cocaine 
and conspiracy offences laid 


in connection with the NRP's 
biggest ever drug bust. The 
couple was living in a Melville 
Street townhouse at the time 
of their arrest. 

Following an outcry from 
residents about the silencing 
of the landmark clock on 
Queen Street, due to a combi¬ 
nation of Shaw plays in the 
Court House and the town's 
noise bylaw, volunteer Jim 
Smith found a solution. A new 
timer allowed the bell in the 
Court House, connected to 
the clock, to ring out between 
Shaw matinees and evening 
performances until the the¬ 
atre closed for the season, 
when they were set to ring 
from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

The Governor General of 
Canada, David Johnston, 
attended War of 1812 
Bicentennial Celebration 
opening weekend ceremonies 
at Queenston Heights in June, 
inspecting the Queens York 
Rangers during the ceremo¬ 
ny. 

The half-way mark of the 
year was celebrated with the 
long-anticipated Tragically 
Hip concert on the Commons, 
the day before Canada Day. 
Those who attended the con¬ 
cert declared it a success, as 
did several local residents 
who held backyard parties to 
enjoy the music. The event 
was well-organized and prob¬ 
lem-free, attracting 25,000 
people to a town with a popu¬ 
lation of 15,000—there was no 
negative feedback, and the 
event was an opportunity to 
showcase the community, 
said Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

July to December will be 
reviewed in next week's 
Advance.
